Home of the egg* so advertised ? Kgg* 
for hatching! The word* imply that 
the primary purpose of the seller oi 
*uch In to furniith eggs that, if proper¬ 
ly incubated by an Incubator, or bet¬ 
ter *1 ill, some good old hen, Will pro¬ 
duce a. fair hatch for the purchaser 
in return for the money he ha* ex¬ 
pended. But how many time* have 
the words turned out to be a snare 
and a delusion? Nearly every person 
lias an opinion of his or her own as 
to wlmt Is a fulr hatch; some are sat¬ 
isfied with live, others with slit or sev¬ 
en, while still another Is not satisfied 
unless lu or 12 are brought forth. 

It Is not the purpose of this article 
to suggest wlmt is or what Is not ft 
lair hatch, but rather to suggest a 
remedy whereby at least one-half oil 
u sitting of eggs ought to bring forth, 
good healthy chicks. And in ho doing 
let us start with the assumption that 
as fur as the shipper, or seller, of the 
eggs Is concerned, everything Is per¬ 
fectly square. Ah far ns he is con- 
c-W-ned the eggs ure curefully collected, 
they are not chilled, are properly 
packed and arrive In good condition at 
their destination, so that, If other 
things were equal,the purchaser would 
lie satisfied. But in spue of all the 
pains of the. breeder who furnishes 
and In spite of all the care of the 
party who.buys them, no chicks ap¬ 
pear at the end of 21 days; or if* by 
chance, one or two do appear, they 
soon die, being weakly and unable to 
stand any bad weather. "What i» the 
cause? Some will tell you the weather 
is not favorable—there Is something 
in the atmosphere that prevents fer¬ 
tility;* the breeding stock by constant 
laylflK has become weakened and un¬ 
able to impart any strength to their 
offspring: and so on. Now, all or 
these reasons have more or less 
weight, but tho great and primary 
trouble lies in two facts, first, a w*m 
of exercise and, second, an inability 
to reach foud naturally required. The 
purpose of this article is to suggest 
u remedy. 

No one will dispute the fact that 
o small, or even a large. Hock of fowls 
that have a free, unobstructed rung-’ 
at all times of the day, during the

A graphic etory Ia told of Surgeon- 
Captain Grey, one of tho officer# who 
served In Rhodesia. In the attack on 
Mashangombl’A, tho horse* began to 
drop, and soon thirteen lay on tho 
around, and It looked oh 1C tlu* men 
would all be killed. Evidently Capt. 
Turner thought bo, for ho virtually 
gave the order, “Huave qul peut,” tell¬ 
ing every man to> fight the beat ho 
could for hl» own hand. But, though 
tho hor»e« continued to fall, tho men 
escaped. Dr. Grey, to uuo his own 
words, "Jed toward the way out un¬ 
der a raking fire at a gallop, and was 
closely followed by the troop," accord¬ 
ing to the 8t. James Budget. "Very 
soon, however, I fell from the saddle, 
Htruck with a bullet from an fclephant 
gun, about GOO yards off. The bullet 
struck me on the top of the thigh, 
smashing the socket of the thigh bone, 
breaking a vein and otherwise wound¬ 
ing me. My horse was carried on at 
full speed with the rear guard, which 
rushed at desperate speed to clear the 
pocket-like entrance to the drift,where 
the natives were rallying In the hope 
of killing us.

A Boon For Painters. 

An association has opened some 
rooms in Dower Philllmorc place. Ken¬ 
sington, for the exhibition of costumes, 
which can be hired by artlsta who 
wish to paint any historical charac¬ 
ters. The dresses seem to be made 
with great care, some of them being 
exact copies of dresses from old por¬ 
traits. There is one pale yellow silk 
gown, a reproduction of the one worn 
by Anne of Cle-vee In her portrait by 
Holbein; another is the copy of a gown 
worn by Henrietta Maria.

Because they haw 
plenty of uxerclse and procure green 
food and other things which they 
crave. As an instance, showing the 
benefits of a free range, take the cas-- 
fit the wild turkey or grouse. Lt Is 
• rare Inde d when every egg In their 
nests is not hatched. These birds in 
their habits are without doubt closely 
ajjied t" the Imru yard hen when In 
heS-fiaturul state. The facts being 
thus. It would swiri that an Intelli¬ 
gent breeder must at all times, but 
more especially In tin* winter and 
spring months, continually seek to 
keep his birds supplied with things 
which by nature they are accustomed 
to and crave. As the hen is more and 
more bred, she becomes domesticated, 
until ut the present, day It Is uimoi}t 
ns nature.I- for her, if properly man¬ 
aged. to lay in winter as It is for her 
to lay In April or May,-or. In other 
words, to lay hi warm weather. 

You can’t expect, If you first b gin 
to attend to these things the week be¬ 
fore you set your hens, ti have much 
bett' r success than you would have if 
you had let them alonff. But there 
intist be a beginning some time, and 
ut least a month before the incubat¬ 
ing season Is none too soon. 

If the weather is still cold, and the 
giound covered with snow, so that the 
hens cannot have free range, do th<- 
next bent thing. In each i+p fiom 
which eggs for sitting nhe to be taken 
put in u I t of chaff, or. better still, 
dry leaves, m* both. Put in a quanti¬ 
ty so that they will cover the Moor 
t<> *u depth of at least a foot. This 
makes a good dry footing. In feed¬ 
ing with dry grain, scatter it broad¬ 
cast among the leaves, and then let 
bhldy do the rest. From the time she 
1 h fed until dark, and from daylight 
until sin- gets her morning meal, all 
her 11im* will he taken up In scratch-* 
Ing for the kernels of grain hidden 
among the leaves. In this way exer¬ 
cise is plenty ami good health will be 
secured. If possible an oj>en shed con¬ 
nected with the pens fuclng south Is a 
most excellent adjunct, where the hens 
in pleasant weather may scratch and 
sun themselves. Having fed plenty of 
good food and pure water, or better 
still skimmed milk, you have done 
w hat the writer believes to be the best 
thing to procure fertile eggs. 

Later in the season other tchemts 
may be adopted, whereby th<- fowls 
may be furnished with all these things, 
in a different way. For Instance, u 
small, water-tight < oop large enough 
to hold a small fiock at night, inuy be 
lightly constructed, so that It may be 
portable. Take the coop away from the 
buildings, and have It placed in some 
orchard or field, at a sufficient dis¬ 
tance from the old quarters, so that 
they will not come back when liber¬ 
ated. Keep the fiock confined for a 
few days, tint 11 they become accus¬ 
tomed to the new home, and then lei 
the "biddies" out. They , will forage 
for themselves and will pick up a good 
share of their living during the day. 
and return to tlu-lr quarters to lay 
and roost. Several of these flocks may 
be put in different parts of the farm, 
at a sufficient distance to prevent light¬ 
ing between the males, if this scheme 
Is followed and breeder can. as far as 
the eggs are concerned, safely* guaran¬ 
tee a good hatch; his hens twill be 
healthy and strong and produck. 1 more 
eggs at a time when he mostlwants 
them. Of course, there are maiiy who 
have not the room to carry out such a 
plan: they might be able to put out 
one flock, but could not put out sev¬ 
eral. To these I suggest enclosing a 
fair size grass plot with threefeet nine 
netting, and I believe the result will 
be very satisfactory. 

A man who (Purchases a silting of 
eggs of a breeder and falls to get any 
chicks, especially If he is a stranger, 
will rarely give such a one another or¬ 
der. provided, of course, he Is satisfied 
that the fault Is In the eggs. And the 
purchaser Is only too ready to put all 
the blame on tho seller; he Is-confident 
the latter has either permitted the 
eggs to become chilled or has dipped 
them In hot water or something of 
that kind, -forgetting that perhaps his 
own hen hasn't done her duty; or that 
the expressman has unnecessarily 
shaken the eggs or left them exposed 
to chilling winds,, etc. I could not 
successfully contend that there are no 
frauds In the poultry business, just as 
there are In every walk of life, but, 
happilv, they really are very few, In¬ 
deed,—C. F. A. Smith, in Farm and 
Home.

There la a royal 
Leant for you: a doubled and quad¬ 
rupled embodiment of all the strength, 
uffttliy. craft and bloodthirstiness that 
ever walked upon four feet. 

Tha< is the sort of quadruped that 
Superintendent Smith of the C«ntral 
Puik Zoological Ourdenx, Is being 
urged now to secure and keep on ex- 
hihltlgM for the amazement and delight 
oX-the ilfbuxands who visit his interest¬ 
ing bailiwick, says tjio Journal- 

In all the* animal • kingdom there is 
not, nor could ,there be produced, u 
beast about thtf gratings of whose cage 
men, women and children would linger 
with deeper interest or greater awe. 
Su?h an animal does not, so far as 
zoological expert^ have knowledge, 
exist at the present *tlme. There cer¬ 
tainly is none In captivity, and so 
ck>scl> have these heads of the eat 
tribe followed the law governing the

selection of species, thut no know¬ 
ledge can be had by explorers, in 
either Asia, or Africa, of any wild 
animal which seems to have been the 
offspring of such 'cross-breeding. 

Superintendent Smltoi hesitates. He 
says tha^experlmentAllam is not In¬ 
cluded In the Central Park garden’s 
code. There has been little or no effect 
there at producing new varieties of 
animals. 

The history of the crossing of the 
Hon and tiger breeds bears out what 
Is found by the production of hybrids 
in other branches of the cat family; 
to wit, that half-breed felines, unlike 
hybrids «>f many other orders, show 
no s.'gn of degeneration. In strength 
and In beauty of form and color, the 
half-bred lion-tiger has been found an 
improvement upon both hi* progeni¬ 
tors. but, strunge to say, the savgae 
and bloodthirsty Instincts of the par¬ 
ents seem t<» have vanished in the 
cross. A _

Drolled 
chicken and waffles, filed oysteis ind 
hot biscuit, scalloped oysters, creur.'.ed 
oysters, broiled oysfers and ereamed 
chicken are always In order. Hot but¬ 
tered and hot dry toast belong proper¬ 
ly to the ‘ high tea,” as do chicken and 
lobster salad. The tea und coffee are 
served with the meal. Generally the 
sweet portion consists merely of cake, 
Jelly and preserves. Ice cream Is. 
sometimes served, and whipped cream 
or charlotte lusse. Thin slices of 
white and brown bread carefully but¬ 
tered make a welcome addition to tie- 
menu.—January Ladies’ Home Jour¬ 
nal.

For a perltid of nearly two y«*ars the 
animals w«q*» kept in proximity, but 
th> 1 • was n > Issue until Octobcs 17, 
D?-!. \xln n the tigresw bore her flrst lif¬ 
ter of six cubs. The menagerie xxoh 
in London, and O 10 new arrivals bc- 
eame th<* talk of the to^vn, though 
thece were not so many newspapers 
then to herald their advent and pub¬ 
lish their pictures. 

The next lit,tc*r, of two cubs, Sir Wil¬ 
liam Jardlne. an eminent zoological 
authority, says, wore born'in December 
—-Christmas Day —18-7- They only lived 
ten months, anti Mr. Atkins had their 
skins stuffed and mounted and pre- 
#. irted them to the British Museum, 
where to this day. it la said, they may 
be seen. 

There wax, it was asserted by Atkins, 
no domestic infelicity between lion 
fathers and tiger mothers, and. In 
hope of establishing the cross as a 
distinct animal, he Continued his ex¬ 
periments. Dr. Gunther of the British 
Museum, purchased txvo of the next 
litter of cubs, when they were only a 
few days old. They were, he wrote in 
hit* records, of a peculiarly yellow 
color, with indistinct markings. There 
were slight waves of darker color on 
the back, and the limbs and tail were 
banded xx ith black. Sir William Jar- 
dine says of theni: -"The general color 
was not so bright as that of the tiger, 
and the transverse bands were moro 
obscure.” 

Professor Griffiths, another well 
grounded authority connected with the 
London Zoo. xvrotef "Our cubs. In com¬ 
mon with ordinary Hons, were bom 
without traces of a mane, or of 1 tuft 
at the end of the tail. Their fur In 
general was rather inclined to bo xvool- 
ly. The exterior ear xvas pendant at 
the extremity. The nails were con¬ 
stantly out and not eased In the 
sheath, and In thisu particulars they 
agreed xvith the common cubs of lions. 

Their color was a taxxny yellpw, but 
front the nose over the head along tho 
back and the upper side of the tall, 
the color was much darker, and on 
these parts the transverse stripes wero 
stronger, and the forehead was cover¬ 
ed with obscure spots, slighter in¬ 
dications of which also appeared on 
other parts of tho body. The shape of 
the head is assimilated to that of tho 
lion: Its superflneness. on the othe? 
hand, to that of the tigress. 

In J832 another travelling showman 
named Austin, secured a number qf 
cubs from a Barbary lion and a Ben¬ 
gal tigress. They attracted so much 
attention that the Queen, then Prin¬ 
cess Victoria, and George lV., went to 
see them. 

All these cubs, save one male and 
one female, died on account of over¬ 
feeding. The male lived to be ten 
years of age and grexv to be an Im¬ 
mense beast, the pride of the Liver¬ 
pool gardens. His hide was stuffed 
and la now on exhibition In the Cam¬ 
bridge Museum. .
